This  agreement,  made  in  duplicate,  this

Haven,  Connecticut,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter 
called  the  Seller,  and

Purchaser,  Witnesseth: — 

1.  The  Seller  agrees  to  sell  and  deliver  and  the 
Purchaser  agrees  to  accept  and  pay  for  the  varieties  of 
seeds,  in  the  amounts,  at  the  prices,  and  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

2.  The  Seller  agrees  to  plant,  or  cause  to  be  planted, 
during  the  season  of  19.  ...  .  an  acreage  of  land,  which 
will  produce,  under  normal  conditions,  an  amount  of 
seed  of  the  varieties  hereinafter  named,  which,  together 
with  the  amounts  of  such  varieties  of  seeds  previously 
grown  by,  or  for,  the  Seller,  and  now  on  hand,  will  be 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Seller  to  deliver  the  quantities  of 
the  said  varieties  herein  contracted  for,  and  the  Seller 
agrees  to  deliver  said  seeds  in  good  merchantable  condi¬ 
tion  and  of  good  germinating  quality  on  or  about 

.  19 . or,  when, 

after  harvest  time,  they  are  ready  for  delivery,  F.  O.  B.,

extra  at  cost. 

3.  It  is  agreed  that  in  case  of  partial  or  total  failure 
of  any  or  all  crops  planted  or  caused  to  be  planted  by 
the  Seller  for  the  purpose  of  producing  the  varieties  of 
seeds  herein  named,  or,  in  case  of  damage  to  or  destruc¬ 
tion  of,  the  Seller’s  seed  stocks,  before  planting,  or  to 
the  products  of  said  plantings,  or  to  any  seed  of  the 
varieties  herein  named  now  on  hand,  through  fire,  acci¬ 
dent  or  otherwise,  the  Seller  shall  be  obligated  to  deliver 
proportional  quantities  only,  and  in  any  event  the  Seller 
shall  have  the  right  to  reserve  necessary  seed  stock. 

4.  Payment  by  the  Purchaser  of  the  purchase  price 
shall  be  made  either  net  by  a  sixty  days’  acceptance  or 
less  a  discount  of  1%%  if  paid  in  ten  days  from  date
